here to believe that perhaps the dangers 
from that source bare been greatly over- 
estimated.

TVe do not know just where the land- 


Jng will be, but wherever it is there the 
Spanish columns will meet it and try 
to drive our soldiers back into the sea. 
With the magnificent fleet to cover the 
landing of our troops the Spaniards 
must fail. Then will come the advance 
on Santiago from the land side, the con- 
quest of ridge after ridge, until the stars 
and stripes float trom the hilltops that 
command doomed Santiago. 


General Shafter and his staff left the 


ether vessels and steamed to the flag- 
Ship of the American fleet in order to 
visit Rear Admiral Sampson. The gen- 
eral went on board the flagship and the 
Seguranca proceeded to Acerraderos, a 
little over 17 miles west of Santiago, near 
which General Garcia is encamped with 
JOOO Cuban soldiers. General Shafter 
•nd his staff and Rear Admiral Sampson 
were conveyed to Garcla's headquarters 
about a mile Inland, where they spent 
several hours in consultation. General 
Qarcia gave the Americans assurances 
that they need have no fear of contract- 
ing diseases on the southeastern coast of 
Cuba, as the climate there is not un- 
bealthy, only extremely hot, &t this 
Ieason of the year. The Cuban general 
declared that his own troops, ill fed and 
clothed as they were, were in good 
health, and therefore the Americans 
need not fear fevers or other ailments. 


General Shafter examined the condi- 


tion of the Cuban soldiers during his 
visit and was Impressed with their hardy 
and soldierly appearance, though he 
recognized the fact that they need 
clothes and provisions, both of which 
were given them during the day. The 
Interview closed with the understand- 
ing on the part of both generals that 
small bodies of troops are to be landed 
at once at several points* along the 
coast, where they will be safe from seri- 
ous attack by the Spaniards and will bo 
able to keep the en«my in doubt, for the 
present, as to their ultimate intentions 


Before nightfall all the other trans- 


ports and the convoying warships had 
drifted nearer to the shore, and the 
Spanish soldiers, watching from the 
bluffs on both sides of the tntrance of 
Santiago harbor, must have been 1m- 
preiseu by the great array of vessels 
standing oft shore. There were nearly i 
60 of them, Including the troopships and ( 
the men-of-war, comprising Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson's fleet and tha squadron 
of Commodore Schley. The 8000 Spanish 
soldiers and perhaps 2000 sailors guard- 
ing the city and harbor of Santiago 
doubtless concluded that there was but 
a email chance of overcoming the force 
of American warships and some 20,000 
American soldiers and sailors which will 
be hurled against them before the pres- 
ent week is over.

Troops for Shafter. 


The government has determined to 


send heavy reinforcements to General 
Shafter at Santiago. The first expedi- 
tion will leave Newport News Thursday 
morningr, carrying Brigadier General 
Duffield's separate brigade of the Second 
armj- corps, made up of the Ninth Massa- 
chusetts, the Thirty-third and Thirty- 
fourth Michigan and the Third Vir- 
ginia regiments, in all about 4000 men. 
Expeditions will follow rapidly by way 
of Tampa, for while Fernandina and 
Miami are considered to have man> 
good points for concentrating troops, yet 
army officials are satisfied that Tampa 
can be retained with advantage as the 
inain point of embarkation. The next 
forces to go will include those of Briga- 
der General Garretson. of the Second 
brigade of the first division, second army 
corps, embracing the Sixth Illinois, the 
Sixth Massachusetts and Eighth and 
JJinth Ohio regiments. 


The reports from Santiago that about 


41,000 Spanish troops are in and about 
the city do not agree with the reliable 
estimates in the possession of the war 
department. According to the latter's 
figures there are not to exceed 14,000 
Spanish troops at Santiago, while 100 
miles away to the northwest, at Holguin, 
the Spanish corps commander. General 
Pando, has 10,000 men. Ths war depart- 
ment is satisfied that tne Cuban force i 
under Garcia can keep Pando from re- 
inforcing- Santiago. Should this not be 
Accomplished, the Spanish forces at 
Santiago would be augmented to abo^t 
E5.000 men. They are well armed, well 
disciplined, seasoned to the climate, 
know the fighting grounds of that lo- 
cality, and are probably as good an all- 
around fighting force as the Spaniards 
can bring to bear. There is no pu»pose 
on the part of the authorities here to 
fcave General Shafter with an inadequate 
force to meet these seasoned Spanish 
•oldiera. 


Wonld Prerent Confusion. 


Chickamauga National Park, June 22.

THE PEANUT ROASTER. 


SHE SELECTS ARMY NURSES. 


Everywhere »nd Thonsandi Sold An- 


nually—Peaant Warmer*. 


The peanut roasters of black iron, such 


•B are commonly seen in the city streets, 
are likely to have a capacity of 20 quarts. 
Such roasters are sold in ei», 
ranging 


from 10 to 28 quarts. Peanut roasters aro 
made to order holding three bushels, which 
mak.es a roaster as big as a barrel. Such 
a peanut master would be set up at a pub- 
lic resort at tbo seashore or perhaps at 
fairs. 


There are combined peannt roosters and 


warmers made In various sizes, tho warm- 
er having glass sides and a hot water res- 
ervoir below. Separate peanut warmers 
are made of various materials or combina- 
tions of materials, including tin, iron, 
•teel and copper, and they are made in a 
variety of sbapei and sizes and equipped 
for heating by charcoal or oil. 


There is an automatic roaster of which 


the cylinder is turned by a small steam 
angina attached to the orank, which serves 
to attract attention, and Is oftencst seen 
at the seashore and other places of resort. 
The roost elaborate and costly paanut out- 
fit Is tbo peanut wagon, which is equipped 
with a roaster and a wanner and la drawn 
ay a hono.

*hon ever. Indeed thousands are sold an- 
nually.

Moreover, she has the blood of patriots 
coursing in her veins, being able to boast 
of three Revolutionary ancestors, tho best 
known of whom peiiiaps was General John 
Bull, who defended Philadelphia during 
our struggle for liberty. She has pursued, 
special courses of study abroad at Cam- 
bridge, the University of Geneva and else- 
where on the continent. 


Returning to this country, she equipped 


herself for the sciences and studied medi- 
cine at Columbia and Johns Hopkins. She 
is the daughter of Professor Simon New- 
comb, the great astronomer, who has been 
more honored abroad than any other of 
our American scientists, and is the wife 
of Professor W. J. McGee, the well known 
ethnologist and geologist. 
Sho is one of 


the vice presidents general of tho Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, having 
been previously elected surgeon general 
and libz-ariun general of that society. 


As soon us the present war was antici- 


pated she conceived the idea of the society 
co-operating with tho war and navy de- 
partments, and both Surgeon General 
Van Rcypen of the navy and Surgeon 
General Stemberg of tho army indorsed 
the project. In consequence sho received 
the appointment which she now holds, be- 
ing at the head of the board of "Daugh- 
ters" having the selection of the war 
nurses in charge. 
AltiJSugh during the 


civil war Miss Dix, who performed the du- 
ties now conferred upon Dr. McGee, re- 
fused to appoint women who were prepos- 
sessing in appearance, no such regulation 
has been made for this war, and our brave 
boys may hope to be inspired to strength 
by woman's comeliness as well as healed 
by her tender skill.

He Ha* Mntlo Many Experiment* With 


High Grade Steel—A Traveler Who Has 
Visited Many Landg—Compressed Air aa 
a Street Railway Motor Is Comloe In. 


NEW YOEK, Juiid aa.—[Special.]—Cap- 


tain Zalinski, whose pneumatic gun for 
jhooting gigantic cartridges illled with 
gun cotton is now making a belated record 
for itsolf, is seen in New York almost 
daily just now. 


It was his hope to take personal part in 


the military 
operations of tho war 


against Spain, since ho is not yet quite 50 
years old, but the state of his health ren- 
ders this impracticable. He has recovered 
in a measure from the severe illness that 
prostrated him some months ago, but he is 
etill far from strong, and ho shows a per- 
ceptible limp when he walks. He has 
many friends here, especially among mem- 
bers of the Century association, to which 
he belongs and whose clubhouse eerves 
him as a sort of headquarters. 


Captain Zalinski is of Polish blood, as 


his name indicates—in fact, ho was born 
in Prussian Poland—but at heart he is as 
good an American as any man born under 
the stars and stripes. He was brought to 
tho United States in 1853 when only a 
child. Soon alter tho breaking out of the 
civil war he entered the northern army as 
a volunteer and so distinguished himself 
that ho was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant in the regulars in I860. His first 
lieutenant's commission was dated a year 
later, but his promotion to the rank of 
captain was a matter .of about two dec- 
ades. In the meantime ho had not only 
perfected his pneumatic gun, but had also 
made many experiments along other lines, 
the most interesting of which perhaps 
wero his investigations of the qualities 
which made the swords forged at Damas- 
cus famous in history. 


Captain Zalinski is an extensive travel- 


er as well as inventor, and soon after re- 
tirement from tho army he made a round 
the world trip, which, of course, took in 
Japan. While there ho secured a collec- 
tion of curios and Japanese works of art 
which is said to be unique. 


The Pneumatic Gnu. 


The early history of his pneumatic gnn 


covers a period of much ansirfy in his 
life. The difficulties which he had to sur- 
mount were manifold. First and most 
important perhaps was the distrust with, 
which tho pneumatic gun idea was re- 
garded alike by army men, practical moch- 
aWcians and tho authorities at Washing- 
ton with whom the appropriations for car- 
rying on the necessai-y experiments rested. 
Next came the technical difficulties, which 
•were greatly enhanced b} utter lack of ex- 
perience in that sort of work by the men 
to whom the building of the guns and the 
accompanying air compressors had to be 
intrusted. 


Many experiments were necessary before 


a small pneumatic gun could be made to 
do its work properly, and the difficulties 
encountered with a gun of "model" size 
were vastly increased wnen one of the full 
size was attcinptcd. Not the least of these 
latter troubles was tho construction of a 
barrel which would maintain the rigidity 
necessary to accurate shooting. This is a 
difficulty of no mean proportions in the 
construction of an ordinary piece, of heavy 
ordnance, notwithstanding the fact that 
the barrel of such a piece is made of tubes 
of thick steel. To have made the Zalinski 
gnn barrels like those of the heavy powder 
guns would not only have been entirely 
unnecessary and so exp'eusive as to have 
been virtually prohibitive, but it would 
also have added enough weight to make 
their uso on a light boat like the Vesuvius 
out of the question. 


In choosing cast iron for the material 


reference was had to its relative strength 
and weight and also ils rigidity. But 
it has been found in actual practice 
that tubes practically 00 feet long, as the 
guns on the Vesuvius are, develop great 
tendency to bend and vibrato. Of course 
this lessens their effectiveness by just so 
much, and the fact that by reason of their 
size they must be mounted at a fixed angle 
is another serious drawback. Alter Za- 
linski had overcome the prejudices of con- 
gress, had eliminated the technical diffi- 
culties as far as possible and had got the 
Vesuvius with its death dealing tubes 
built and in commission he encountered 
tho worst opposition of all, the officers of 
the navy protesting against the use of such 
an explosive as gun cotton. Bearing all 
these things in mind, it seems apparent 
that the inventor of tho pneumatic gun 
must just now feel that ho has won a nota- 
ble triumph. 


That the good work of his pieces in tho 


present war will lend to a more extensive 
future use of similar guns in Uncle Sam'a 
navy there would seem to be no manner 
of doubt, nor should there bo any ques- 
tion that inventive genius will be stimu- 
lated to do away with some of the remain- 
ing defects. But, no matter how much 
nearer .perfection the pneumatic guns of 
the next century may be brought, tho 
credit of originating the idea and of push- 
ing its development to practical success 
must always remain Zalinski's. 


Comprewed Air In Peace. 


Tho use of compressed air in the indus- 


tries of peace has been considered theoret- 
ically possible for many years, and yet be- 
yond its employment us a motive power 
in drilling rock, as in mining operations 
and tunnel building, comparatively little 
has been done in that direction until re- 
cently. It is doubtful indeed whether it 
would havo been much used even in rock 
drilling were it not that tho exhaust of 
steam drills not only obscnres tho sight of 
tho men operating them underground, 
but also makes the tunnels, headings, etc., 
in which they are used damp and moro 
difficult of ventilation, whereas the cx- 
hnu?t of tho r.lr drills c!ors not o^scnrc !n 
tho least, and, at tho samo timo actually 
furnishes ventilation. 


These advantages havo insured tho uso 


of air drills ever sinco their introduction, 
and this has brought about tho develop- 
ment of tho air compressor to a very high 
degree of efficiency. 
In tho meantime, 


however, tho development of this agency 
in motor uirs has lugged, but now there 
is great probability that it will soon take 
its place, especially hero in New York, 
alongside electricity nnd steam. 
Nearly 


or quite a year ago it was announced that 
compressed «Ur was to bo used on the cross 
town street railway lines and that the !n- 
'stallation of the compressed air plants 
would bo accomplished almost or quite as 
eoon as that of the big electrical plants for 
tho depressed trolleys. For many reasons 
there has boon delay, but a big plant for 
propelling cross town cars by compressed 
air, possibly tho largest in tho world, is 
now being rushed to completion at the foot 
of West Twenty-third street.

CUE FIRST LEDGERS. 


THE BOOKS WITH WHICH UNCLE SAM 


BEGAN BUSINESS. 


They Are Among the IHetly Prized Curi- 


osities In tho Treasury Department at 
Washington and Contain Accounts of 
Washington and franklin. 


Among the curiosities at the United 


Etates treasury department in Washing- 
ton kept on hand by obliging clerks for 
tho purpose of entertaining tourists who 
may happen during tho course of the sight- 
seeing to visit tho nation's capital and 
Uncle Sam's principal strong box there is 
a set of books that commands the imme- 
diate attention of all who see them. 
Tha 


set consists of a ledger, a journal and a 
blotter, or wastebook, and was tha first set 
of books used for jotting down the busi- 
ness of that all important branch of tha 
government—one, by the way, that is giv- 
ing a deal of trouble to thinkers today— 
the treasury. 


The books are over 120 years old, and 


forming, as they do, the first link In the 
chain of the history of this country's 
financial dealings with its representatives, 
both at home and abroad, during the period 
of tho Revolution—that time that tried 
men by fire—are not only interesting but 
instructive. They are both rare and valu- 
able—rare as a specimen of tbo old time 
bookkeeping then in vogue, when there 
were no books ruled so as to divide the 
page into the pretty columns of figures so 
common BOW and when steel pens were 
practically unknown and valuable for the 
associations that cluster around them and 
hallow them and for the priceless records 
they contain. 


Under the continental congress there 


wns no such thing as a treasury depart- 
ment, a board of treasury being provided 
to take charge of tho new nation's finances. 
Soon after this board of- treasury was or- 
ganized, on April 1, 1776, the treasurer's 
office was instituted, and two wedis later 
the flrstr entry was made on the blotter of 
the set mentioned above, and the keeping 
of the first books containing records of the 
United States treasury department war 
begun, although the department at that 
time was unheard of. It was not until 
Sept. 2, 1789, or over 13 years after the 
board of treasury and the United States 
treasurer's office were instituted, that tha 
present United States treasury depart- 
ment was created, with Alexander Hamil- 
ton of New York as the secretary of the 
treasury, Nicholas'Eveloigh of South Car- 
olina first comptroller, Oliver Wolcott, Jr., 
of 
Connecticut first 
auditor, Samuel 


Meredith of Pennsylvania treasurer and 
Joseph Js'ourgeof Virginia register. These 
were the original officers and bureaus of 
tbo treasury department, but from time to 
time, beginning in 1816, other offices or 
bureaus were added as tho exigencies of 
the public service in financial matters re- 
quired. 


One interesting phase of the accounts 


shown by these books is that of the uncer- 
tainty as to location of the headquarters of 
the continental congress and Uncle Sam'a 
money box. The dates and headings of 
various entries show that the government 
01 the republic was compelled to move 
about from place to place pretty lively, 
sometimes a remarkably long jump in a 
remarkably short space of time, to escape 
British interference with the way in 
which our forefathers thought the affairs 
of this country should be handled. Phila- 
delphia finally become the home of the 
books at the close of the Revolution and 
continued so until 1SOO, when tho general 
government was moved to the new capital 
provided for it on tho banks of the Po- 
tomac river in the District of Columbia. 


The blotter or wastebook is, of course, 


much more interesting than tho other 
books in the set on account of the details 
that are set forth on its pages. Tho writ- 
ing on it is not nearly so good as that in 
the journal or ledger, bat it Is legible 
acO, as in the other books, remarkably 
well preserved. 


The first, entry in this book was made, 


as stated, April 16, 1776, and this is tho 
first entry, of course, in both journal and 
ledger, it is an item of certain moneys 
paid to James Warren, paymaster general 
of the United States army. 
In the ledger 


and journal tho writing is beautifully 
dona, while the paper and ink are remark- 
ably well preserved. 
The paper had no 


linos on it at that time, and tho bookkeeper 
was compelled to do his own ruling, but 
his work Dears n close inspection and 
would pnssfor machine ruling at a cursory 
examination. Nearly all tho prominent 
men of tho period of the Revolution nre 
mentioned in both ledger and journal, 
and many interesting items are to bo 
found opposite their names. 
One highly 


interesting entry is that of tho lottery con- 
ducted Ly tho United States government 
in 17'Jl. 


The accounts of George Washington are 


all entered iu these books in duo shape, 
and ore always items of money paid on his 
don:»nd. 
Washington would receive liu 


stated sulnry for his services to tho gov- 
ernment, but stipulated thr-.C he should 
KUbinit from time to time statements of ez- 
penseg, as occasion should nrise, for which 
no felt sure that the government would ro- 
'."iburao him, and these entries aro to nc- 
?ount for tho demands he made during 
tho Revolutionary period. Of courio when 
iie became president his salary became 
*Uod.—Philadelphia Times.

The Little Hornets of the Navy Are as 


Great a Menace to Those on Board 


as to Those Whom It Is Their 


Purpose to Destroy. 


Cramped Quarters on the Insufferably Hot 


Death Dealing Cockle Shells of the 


Cuban Squadron Make Life 


Wei! Nigh Unbearable.

Our navy is full of heroes whose 


names are seldom heard and are cer- 
tainly not familiar to any one outside 
of official circles. The newspapers are 
given up to the achievements of the 
Deweys, Schleys and Sampsons of the 
navy, but the commanders of the little 
"hornets" or "spitfires" with the Cuban 
blockading squadron are rarely men- 
tioned, and yet these men are charged 
with the most perilous work that can 
possibly fall to any one on board any 
eort of a warship. On their little cockle- 
shells existence is well nigh purgatory, 
and yet, besides the discomforts they 
suffer under normal conditions, they are 
required to ascertain for the command- 
ers of the large and stately vessels 
which do most of the fighting and in- 
cidentally get all of the glory just what 
the enemy is about. Scarcely a night 
passes that the torpedo boats of the 
blockading fleet are not sent upon dan- 
gerous reconnoissances into the very 
mouth of Havana harbor. "With the big 
searchlights on the Morro sweeping the 
sea in every direction for the express 
purpose of spying out these little in- 
truders and with hidden mines beneath 
them their mission is one which re- 
quires the very highest order of cour- 
age. 


Sometimes indeed they are detect- 


ed, and then there is a run for it. The 
Ericsson recently was seen by the look- 
out on Morro, and the powerful search- 
light was turned' full upon her as a 
preparatory step to a welcome of steel, 
but before the sleepy Spanish gunners 
could set to their posts the Ceet little 
Ericsson, lying low in the water and 


bath, electric lights, spcaku.?; tubes, 
gongs, polished furniture and handsome 
carpets and mirrors, while engravings 
or pastels and paintings hang upon the 
walls. 
The last statement would be 


particularly applicable to the cabin of 
Captain Chadwick of the New York, 
for he is considerably more than an 
amateur artist in both oil and water 
colors. His work has long since excited 
favorable comment from art authori- 
ties, and while the parlor of his New 
York city- home is adorned with evi- 
dences of his talent there is no doubt 
that-the sides of his room on board the 
armored cruiser have also tacked upon 
them sketches that he has made from 
nature in many waters and varied 
climes. 


As the ship decreases in size its gen- 


eral accommodations necessarily 
be- 


come more limited, but on the small 
gunboat there is still much evidence of 
comfort and the homelike appearcinc--- 
that little accessories of drapery and 
bric-a-brac may give anywhere to oth- 
erwise forbidding steel or stone walls. 


But with the torpedo boat the idea of 


actual living for human beings seems t'i 
have been entirely disregarded if not 
forgotten. The primary inception ap- 
pears to have been to build a floating 
machine with a possible corner here and 
there for a man. Every one knows that 
the torpedo boat is built merely as a 
destructive agent, but it is not such 
common information that every ap- 
parent purpose of being arranged to 
carry living people has been omitted. 
The commanding officer's room is in- 
credibly small. His associates, two or 
three in number, must be satisfied with 


cupy all the center part of the vessel, 
extending fore and aft of amidships, 
leaving but a cramped space for living 
quarters in the stern. Jii the bow are 
the torpedo, tubes, two to four in num- 
ber, and a small stock of torpedoes that 
fill nearly all the available space for- 
ward. The upper deck is so thin that 
In some instances it produces the im- 
pression of giving way beneath the feet 
as one walks on it. The torpedo boat is 
not heavily built. No thick plates of 
armor protect her sides, except slightly 
about the machinery, and she is of such 
delicate construction that a rifle bullet 
can penetrate her, possibly disarrang- 
ing the machinery or injuring the steer- 
ing gear. Without her torpedoes she is 
almost absolutely defenseless, and the 
men on board "carry their lives in their 
hands." 


The hot sun during the day, reflecting 


on the metal casing, adds to the inten- 
sity of excessively high temperature 
and converts the little "hornet" into a 
plague of misery, while at night the 
fires of her engines prevent any cooling 
of the inteiiur when tired men would 
there seek repose. It must be virtually 
a life ."on deck" for the entire ship's 
crew. Then there is nothing more than 
a dull routine of ordinary duties. swab- 


When on station, away from foes, they 
uie the boats in landing on shore where 
some of them may camp for the night. 
Fortunately for the health and reason 
of them all, torpedo boats require fre- 
quent repairs, and then they return to 
Tampa or Key West,' giving the men a 
welcome vacation for a few days at 
least from the confines of the metal 
calorilier. 
The brave fellows on board our large 


battleships and cruisers, even with their 
special awnings of duck swung over the 
main or upper deck, their large quarters 
of open space, ventilating apparatus, 
air funnels and all the conveniences for 
minimizing the discomfort of heat, at 
times still find the great steel and iron 
hull uncomfortable, but in the torpedo 
boat, with not one of these facilities for 
remedying extremely distressing sur- 
roundings that uuuume uulual misery, 
the life of men attached to the wicked, 
vicious, sneaking hornets of the sea can 
only be described as deplorable. 


It is well known that in time of bat- 


tle there is no more eminent post of 
danger than on the torpedo boat. Un- 
less ordinarily it can approach within 
300 yards of its destined victim its work 
will not be accompanied with a great 
prospect of success, and at that dis- 
tance from a warship, if discovered, it 
requires onlv one well aimed shot from 
a rilled gun to push its shattered hulk 
down beneath the waves, probably 
drowning every man. Misery while 
quiet, almost certain death in the hour 
of conliict, is the attendant penalty of 
being a member of its crew. Again,- 
while there Is no doubt of their effi- 
ciency and of their powerful capability 
to sink the largest warship afloat, so 
far torpedo boats have not proved to 
be of great importance as factors in 
battle in this war or in preceding 
strifes between nations. Circumstances 
perhaps have prevented them from ful- 
ly exhibiting their prowess, but they 
are nevertheless only regarded by the 
commanders of the battleships and 
cruisers as a possible accident—like, for 


found in the missiles of death which 
these boats carry. Feared as they are 
by the foe, they are likewise a constant 
menace to those whom they are design- 
ed to serve. An unlucky shot, the burst- 
ing of a piece of steam machinery or 
any one of a hundred commonplace ac- 
cidents would be sufficient to send all 
hands into eternity in a trice. 
There 


are several torpedoes in general use. 
One of the best known is the llowell, 
devised by Commodore John A. Howell. 
It is a favorite one in the United States 
navy. At the end is a propeller which 
goes churning about as the torpedo flies 
under or at the surface of the water, 
and its movements are naturally more 
erratic than those of the usual tish tor- 
pedo. 
» 


The Whltehead torpedo, with its won- 


derful Obry gear, is the only automobile 
torpedo which has ever been used in 
war. The United States was the last 
leading nation, to adopt it, the navy 
department delaying action with the 
hope that some inventive American 
genius would devise one equal if not 
superior to it, but the hope was vain, 
and a few years ago imperative need 
compelled the selection of the White- 
head. 


The germ of the device is to be found 


in Moating powder vessels, which were 
first used at the siege of Antwerp in 
15S5 and received their latest applica- 
tion in Havana harbor on Feb. 15, 1S98. 


Uavid Busline!!, an American captain 


of engineers during the Revolution, 
made the first practical application of 
the idea by originating a submarine 
boat to carry a torpedo charged with 150 
pounds of gunpowder, which was at- 


pedocs. Colonel Samuel Colt first prac- 
tically applied the use of electricity to 
the ignition of torpedoes. 


Hut, after all, for nearly 300 years the 


idea had been treated as an experiment, 
and until the Confederacy made use of 
the "water bomb" for harbor defense in 
1SK2 the torpedo was little more than a 
name. In the succeeding 33 years 30 
war vessels have been destroyed by the 
lurking foe. 


All nations have now accepted the 


torpedo as legitimate in warfare, but i 
the coal mine is tabooed. 
The coal 


mine is a package of ten pounds of 
powder fixed to look like a lump of coal 
and either placed in the bunkers or in 
the supply of coal which a ship is tak- 
ing on board. 


It is generally unknown perhaps that, 


while the destruction of the ram Al- 
bemarlu byt lieutenant 
William B. 


Cushing was the only successful ac- 
complishment of the Federals in the use 
of the torpedo, the Confederates blew 
up 7 monitors, 11 wooden warships, 6 
army transports and several other ves- 
sels, in addition to disabling many 
more. The torpedo boats that were em- 
ployed in the latter years of the war 
were so disproportionate in size to their 
antagonists that they were nicknamed 
"Davids" and were known as such in 
both the northern and southern lines. 
"The Davids and the monitors" was a 
well worn war phrase. 


But it is strange that in the dozen 


wars, greater and lesser, since our in- 
ternecine conflict none of the antago- 
nists has taken advantage of the de- 
velopment of the American torpedo and 
used that subtle instrument to wreck

never turned before, had put such a 
distance between her and her enemies 
on the shore that she could not be seen 
and was soon nestling under the pro- 
tecting wing of one of the large cruisers 
of our fleet. 


These are the experiences which try 


men's souls—and courage. There is no 
hope of glory, no possibility of victory, 
not even the excitement of battle, and 
yet the officers assigned to these minia- 
ture deathtraps go ahout their duty as 
cheerfully as though in command of the 
finest warship that ever bared her 
bosom to the embrace of the sea. 


And verily this is the day of the tor- 


pedo. 


There is really nothing new In the 


use of the wicked missile as an agent 
of warfare, although it did not fully 
begin its career and work of destruc- 
tion till our civil war, and the torpedo 
boat has been constructed solely for 
the purpose of supplying the base of 
action, the embattlement from' which 
the torpedo is fired. 


A battleship or a cruiser or even a 


gunboat has ample aocommrHlnfion.s fnr 
the otticers and crew. 
On the larger 


men-of-war there is frequently much 
luxury in the arrangements of the 
xvardrooms, and the captain's or com- 
modore's or admiral's cabin is a gor- 
geous stateroom, with every accessory 
of the most completely arranged hotel. 
There are hot and cold water, a shower 


v, !.:ii aie- practically ordinary steam- 
boat berths, and the sailors have only 
contracted space in which to hang their 
hammocks, one above the other. There 
are never more than 15 or 20 men, in- 
cluding officers, on a torpedo boat, and 
apparently they hava been allotted only 
a few square feet each, to be occupied, 
according to the hour of day or night, 
as living or sleeping quarters. The at- 
tendant discomfort must be almost un- 
endurable. 


In a cool climate or in- wintry weath- 


er the torpedo boat would be regarded 
as barely fit for habitation, but under 
the tropical sun of Cuban waters, with 
the great boilers belching forth addi- 
tional heat—and the fires are never ex- 
tinguished when once the boat is on 
duty—the environments must approach 
almost to a condition of physical tor- 
ture. On very warm nights It is im- 
possible to remain below decks, and of- 


i ficers and crew must find what oppor- 


i tunity they can to get sleep or rest on 
what may be termed the "outside," but 


I there arc- no accommodations there, and 
j the picture of a man lashed to a stan-

The torpedo boat is only an iron shell,

The tar of our merchant marine 30 or 40 
years ago thought, as did nearly every 
one else, that he led a dog's life, but 
unless the ship was being driven by a 
hurricane he had a comfortable spot to 
swing his hammock, and his nightly 
rest was under as cheerful conditions 
aa in his own cottage on land. He nev- 
er had any conception of the miserable 
life on hoard n torppdo hnnt whpro off), 
cers and men find night and day a con- 
stant effort to escape from the artifi- 
cial heat around them and beneath their 
feet, duly accentuated during the day 
by the burning rays of a torrid sun. 


When lying in port, the cre*w of a tor- 


pedo boat are allowed to remain a 
larger portion of the time on shore. 


instance, a magazine explosion or drift- 
ing on to a rock or reef or a collision 
with another vessel or a broken pro- 
peller shaft. 


But, uncomfortable as the torpedo 


boat is under the conditions given, now 
much worse is it when, in addition to 
everything else, old Neptune goes on a 
rampage and kk-ks the sea up into 
veritable mountains! Then existence on 
a torpedo boat is as nearly unbearable 
as human mind can conceive. These 
craft aro built for speed and are natu- 
rally very sharp at the bows. Conse- 
quently when they plunge into a sea, 
instead of "ironing out" the water, as 
the tars express it, they go right 
through, and the waves break over 
them and fall on to their decks in huge 
volumes, which threaten imminent dis- 
aster to the little vessels. Every man 
is then-unsafe unless ho be lashed to 
the bulwarks or to something else about 
the stability of which there can be no 
doubt. 
Naturally, too, every one on 


board is thoroughly drenched, and oven 
after the storm has passed over, the 
cramped quarters will not admit of the 
tiklnrr ff prnncr nrprnntinns to cnifirrl 
against colds and resultant pneumonia. 
It is pretty safe to assert that every 
officer in the navy welcomes any pros- 
pect of fighting, but it is equally true 
that not more than one in ten cares 
for it if it is to come as the result of 
service on a torpedo boat. 


Another element o£ danger is to be 


tached by a wood screw to the bottom 
of an enemy's vessel and fired by a 
clockwork fuse. The first actual trial 
of the invention was made in 1776, when 
the boat under the guid-nce of Sergeant 
Ezra Lee was placed under the sides of 
the Eagle, an English man-of-war lying 
at anchor in New York bay. The ser- 
geant, however, found it impracticable 
to attach the torpedo, which was then 
out adrift and soon exploded without in- 
juring any one. 


In :7T7 Captain Bushnell directed a 


drifting percussion torpedo against the 
frigate Cerberus, off New Haven, and it 
destroyed unintentionally a schooner 
moored alongside. 
Similar torpedoes 


were set floating in the Delaware river, 
but effected no harm. 


The name "torpedo" was invented by 


Robert Pulton, who about 1800 made 
vigorous attempts to bring the new 
weapon 
into use. 
Unsuccessful 
in 


France, he went to England in 1804 and 
the next year was authorized to make 
an attempt to destroy the French fleet 
at Boulogne, which proved unsuccessful. 
In the same year lie blew up the brig 


I •pornthpn. nssiened to his experiment 
trial in the harbor of Deal. 


Motives of policy caused England to 


reject the invention, and the American 
government likewise refused, though his 
demonstrations were eminently success- 
ful. Just before the close of the war of 
1812 preparations were made for an ex- 
tended defense of our harbors by tor- 


the fleets of us opponents. There 
have been spasmodic attempts only, 
and every nation seems to have been 
too busily engaged with the usual 
means of attack and defense to make 
earnest use of the torpedo. No parallel 
exists to the destruction of the Maine, 
whether there be considered the cir- 
cumstances, the type of warship or the 
fact 
whether the 
destruction was 


wrought from within or without. The 
first torpedoes in position were discov- 
ered in Mud river, near Fort Pulaski, 
in February, 1862. The Federal gunboat 
Commodore Jones, 542 tons and six 
guns, which was blown up in the James 
river in 18B4, furnished possibly the 
most fearful spectacle of the power of 
the torpedo. Lieutenant Commander 
Barnes gave this succinct account of 
the explosion: 


"Suddenly and without any apparent 


cause she appeared to be lifted bodily, 
her wheels rapidly revolving in midair. 
Persons declared they could see the 
green sedge of the banks beneath her 
keel. Then through her shot to a great 
height an immense fountain of foaming 
watpr. followed bv a denser column 
thick with mud. She absolutely crum- 
bled to pieces-rdissolved, as it were, in 
midair, enveloped by falling spray, 
mud, water and sand." 
In 1S67 there was established at the 


Naval academy, under the supervision 
of the present Rear Admiral E. O. 
Matthews, then a lieutenant command* 


er, a preparatory and experimental 
school of offensive torpedo study and 
development, which later resulted in the 
establishment of the torpedo station at 
Newport, It. I. 


Naval officers have become as fully 


acquainted with torpedo tactics as they 
are with seamanship, gunnery and oth- 
er requirements of their profession. The 
school for defensive torpedoes is at Wil- 
lets Point, N Y. This institution was 
the Idea of and is controlled by the war 
department.
